At UNNRA Meet 
LaGuardia Pledges 
Campaign For Food. 


ATLANTIC CITY, NJ., March 
29.—(CP) — Fiorello LaGuardia, 
new director general of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. today told dele- 
gates from 48 countries that he 
would seek food for world relief 
wherever he could find it, includ- 
ing Canada, 

“BEFORE LONG,” declared the 
squat, fast-talking former mayor of 
New York in his inauguration ad- 
dress, “I'll be knocking at the door 
of my old friend, Mackenzie King. 
Perhaps we can scrape up a few 
bushels there (in Canada).” 

He also said he would turn to 
Argentina for food supplies and 
after declaring that the people of 
the world “want bread, not advice,” 
oried: “Ticker tape ain't spaghetti.” 

With almost a touch of scorn, he 
waved a batch of resolutions which 
have been passed during the two- 
week council meeting here, and as- 
serted belligerently: 

“| WANT PLOWS, not typewrit- 
ers. Wheat has no political com- 
plexion, and I'll buy wheat wher- 
ever I can find it.”.., 

“Here is an opportunity for Ar- 
gentina to show its desire to co- 
operate with the rest of the world.”

NUERNBERG, March 29—(BUP) 
—Joachim von Ribbentrop told the 
War Crimes Court today that Rus- 
sia and Germany agreed in 1939, 
when they signed a mutual assist- 
ance pact, to divide Europe into 
spheres of influence if war came. 

“BOTH COUNTRIES spoke very 
openly regarding the critical con- 
dition of Europe,” he said of the 
Nazi-Soviet dealings on the eve of 
the war. He referred to talks he 
had with the Russians in Moscow 
before the pact was signed, 

“We set boundaries in the event 
war broke out, The territories we 
settled on were regions which both 
countries had ‘lost after the unfor- 
tunate war of 1914-18.” 

Ribbentrop had testified earlier 
that Winston Churchill and Lord 
Vansittart blocked a desite by 
Adolf Hitler for a pact between 
Germany and Britain.

Ont. Plans Sell 


Liquor by Glass 


TORONTO, March 29.—(CP)— 
Sale of liquor by the glass in On- 
tario for the first time since 1917 
is permitted under a bill intro- 
duced yesterday in the Ontario 
legislature by Attorney-General 
Blackwell. 

The legislature gave first reading 
to the long-expected legislation 
which provides the most sweeping 
changes in the 19-year-old public 
liquor sale system since 1934 when 
hotel beverage rooms were licens- 
ed for the sale of beer. 

THE BILL PROVIDES for liquor

SEATTLE, March 29—(AP)—The 
death toll stood at five today in 
a smallpox outbreak termed by one 
physician the worst in the United| 
States since 1913 and Seattle 
brought in vaccine from Phila- 
delphia to help fight the threat of 
the invader from the orient. 

Health officials said the infection 
came from Japan with returning 
servicemen,

NEW YORK, March 29.—(CP)—Ten of the 11 delegate 
members of the United Nations Security Council will resume 
open meetings this afternoon under the unhappy and sinister 
cloud created by Soviet refusal to participate because the 
council refused to be controlled by one of the Big Three. 


SOVIET DELEGATE Andrei 
Gromyko, whose dramatic with- 
drawal from Wednesday's meeting 
when the council voted down his 
motion to prevent hearing the Iran- 
ian side of that country’s dispute 
with Russia created an international 
sensation, continued to be the en- 
igma of the present meetings. 

Today’s activities were expected 
to produce extraordinary efforts to 
conciliate the situation, 

Yesterday M. Gromyko provided 
a comic opera effect when he twice 
drove past the Rockefeller Centre 
building entrance where his col- 
leagues were gathering to discuss 
procedure at a meeting he had 
indicated he would attend. 

TWICE POLICE herded the pub- 
lic and the correspondents to make 
a pathway for the Soviet ambassa- 
dor only to see his car hesitate 


slightly at the entrance and then 


drive away. 

There was no.explanation for 
this procedure other than that the 
Soviet delegation was out for a 
drive, 

Without Russia the meetings con- 
tinuing today can only discuss and 
provide material for public opinioa 
but cannot take specific action be- 
cause each of the Big Five (United 
Kingdom, United States, Russia, 
France and China) must vote on 
important action motions. 

THIS AFTERNOON’S meeting is 
expected to take up the Iranian 
claims that Russia is seeking to 
gain control of their oil resources 
and to dictate the form of govern- 
ment to be carried out in Azerja- 
bain, in northern Iran.

If, as is possible, the U.N.O. is to be de- 
stroyed, that will not be because of coward- 
ice on the part of the Security Council. The 
blame will lie just where the action of Mr.

Back to Margarine? 


Senator Euler has a bill before parlia- 
ment to legalize the sale of oleomargarine | 
in Canada, During World War 1 the produc- | 
tion and sale of this butter-substitute was 
permitted, and it was widely consumed. 

So widely that when the war ended 
“oleo” was banned by law in order to pro- 
tect and encourage expansion of the dairy 
industry. Hitherto no serious attempt has 
been made to have the ban lifted, though 
former users of the synthetic spread had no 
fault to find with it and would no doubt 
have welcomed its return when war again | 
cut down the butter supply. 

In the intervening peace years butter 
was generally plentiful and the price did not | 
stir up consumer protest. But the supply | 
has suffered worse in World War II than it 
did in the former one. The fighting stopped 
last year, but butter is still rationed down to 
six ounces per person per week, with no | 
prospect that the allowance will go up to 
more than eight ounces. 

The new contracts with Britain call for 
continued heavy exports of cheese and 
canned milk, which further dims hope that

Use Bank of Canada 


Editor, Bulletin: In reply to 
“Ignoramus” who apparently seems 
to think that wage increases can 
continue to come out of “profits” 
indefinitely, surely he must see 
there is a limit to such a proposal; 
and now that we seem te have 
reached the stage where every 
wage increase brings about @ raise 
in retail prices, we may as well 
assume that the limit has been al- 
ready reached, Even if it has not 
yet done so it cannot be long be- 
fore constant wage increases will 
make it so; and when that stage 
is reached will the workers cease 
to demand further increases? A 
study of the subject will reveal that 
no one is able to give such a guar- 
antee because the rate of flow of 
prices is always greater than the 
rate of flow of wages, salaries and 
dividends; and therefore a funda- 
mental change is necessary in our 
financial policy before the amount 
of Purchasing Power in the hands 
of the workers, équals the total of 
the retail’ prices of the goods pro- 
duced, 

The undoubted shortage of pur- 
chasing power is not the fault of 
either the worker or the em- 
ployer, but of present- financial 
policy; and if labor and employer 
waste their time accusing each 
other of getting too much, whereas 
both may be getting too little; the 
financier will escape scot free and 
continue to rule, because of the 
division between labor and em- 
ployer. Labor leaders must learn 
that hard work and production does 
not “create” money. This is the 
bankers’ monopoly, and neither 
labor unions, farmer unions, nor 
commercial co-operatives can find a 
satisfactory solution unless they go 
to the root of the matter and de- 
mand the necessary fundamental 
change in financial policy which 
will then be able to monetize our 
production and distribute sufficient 
purchasing power to the consumer, 
in addition to wages, in the form of 
a basic dividend. 

Technological improvements 
should also provide a progressive 
reduction in retail prices while 
wages should be maintained; the 
power of the Bank of Canada being 
used to finance the price @iscount. 
This is the solution of the war be- 
tween workers and bosses, and 
labor can never accomplish their 
desires of getting greater purchas- 
ing power by striking for higher
